of that campaign were similar to the one now that story is 


particnlaily apropos: 


Senator J. Donald Cameron's third full term in the United 


States Senator expired March 4, 1897. Tlie choice of his successor 
rested wi h the Legislature—with 2:ifl representatives and senators 
elected in the fall of 1890, and twenty-live liold-ovei senators. 


Senator Quay was in complete control of tue Republican ma- 


chine. 
1'hiladelphui and Allegheny counties were practically 


unanimous for Cameron. 
Oameion was Quay's only choice. Cam- 


eron's re-election was conceded by every politician in the State. 


Hut in January, 1800, a number of business men inteiested in 


the welfare of the Republican paity held a secret conference in 
Philadelphia, 
A plan of campaign wa(, adopted and certain forces 


set quietly to work throughout the State. 


SOUK weeks later Senator Quay telegraphed to one of the per 


sons interested in the movement to come to Washington from the 
northern county he was visiting. Quay wanted to know what that 
person was doing, and was informed that a movement was on foot 
to defeat Cameron. 
Quay was informed of the plan of campaign, 


of what i Iready already bad been accomplished and of the senti- 
tinicnt among the people. 


Qua\ wished to know who the opposing 'candidate was to be. 


He learn •<! that no candidate had been agreed upon and none would 
be until aftei Cameron was defeated. 


During the interview Quay exhibited as much concern over the 


fact thai the opposition would not present a candidate as over the 
proof, laid before him, of ,i very strong sentiment against the re- 
election uf Cameron. 


The interview was in his K street house in Washington. 
Thai 


aftei noon Senator Quay walked up and down his library, with his 
hands behind him, in deepest study. At the end of three hours he 
stopped suddenly and remarked that such a plan of campaign 
"would beat Don." 


"We might be able to change tho sentiment if we had an op- 


opponenl whom we could attack," said he. "But if you fellows 
aren't going to give us any one to strike at, I'm afraid we won't be 
able to get enough of our leaders and newspapers to stand up foi 
Cameron." 


A few days later Senator Quay laid all the facts which he hac 


learned before Senator Cameron, and advised him not to be a can- 
didate. Senator Cameron's statement of withdrawal from the 
con- 


test followed shortly afterward. 


The second term of Penrose will end on March 4, 1909. The 


choice ol his successor will rest with the Legislature—with 232 re- 
presentatives and senators to be elected in tho fall of 1908 am 
twenty-five hold-over senators. 


Like Quay, Penrose is in league w i t h the reactionary interests 


which aie opposed to the national Republican administration am 
which are trying to nominate as his successor a candidate wlu 
would represent Wall street and the predatory corporations. 


Unlike Quay, he himself is not a candidate for tlie presidency 


but ostensibly is for his colleague, United Suites Senator Knox 
whose candidacy he hopes to use to protect and further his owi 
chances lor re-election. He is tlie head of what is left of the Re-

The men who bold office in this town 
:o elected by ns'to see tliat those tilings 


are dollc. Hence, they pro-ect our libert- 
ies when they Rive conscious or uncon- 
scious support to Spencei's underlying 
law at social life, whioh says, "Every man 
has fioedom to do all that he wills, pro- 
vided ho infringes not the equal freedom 
of every other man." They support our 
muiai laws when they sustain the moral 
sulvjecls that have been settlid, and take 
Into consideration tho new questions thnt 
are c-oustiiiuly arising ioourraidst. They 
banish uDdatirablo citizens when they pet 
rid of tramiis, criminal?, etc.; they guard 
onr prororty when they pto^ldo an ade- 
quate nolica force, and an efficient the 
JeimrLmenl; they grant u« equal religious 
liberty when they hold all public offices 
free from a religious qualification. 


Whether those in authority always com- 


ply with these civic obligations or not, 
may be a question in some minds. But, 
nevertheless, oar obligations as citizens 
err absolute. 
It is our duty to look to 


thoee in authority for protection over 


r'o and property; for law and equity; 
3r schools and education; for streets, 
ouda nnd mail service; for sewerage and 
ro service, 
If thodo placed iu authority fail to ful- 


fill the functions of their public offices— 
no matter how Insignificant tbose offices 
may appoar to tho average citizen—it is 
our duty to replace them with officials 


'ho will live up Ui their obligations.

The Egyptians and the adjacent nations 
wore idolaters; so were the Greeks and 
Romans. 
And tbe wisest and besl Greeks

Ho 


lived at a period comparatively barbar- 
ous, but lie has given a law in which the 
learning and sagacity cf all subnequent 
time can detect no flaw. Where did he 
get it? 
He could not have doared so far 


above MB age as to have devised it him- 
self. 
I am satisfied where he obtained 


it. 
It came down from heaven and I am 


convinced of the truth of the religion of 
the Bible." 


Whether that lawyer was right or not in 


his deductiena w i l l be a qneLtioa in the 
minda of a few— a vely few ol our read- 
ers — but of one thing there can scarcely 
be a question. 
Did we but keep thia law 


of love and brotherhood, we ahould need 
no other codes, or edicts, courts or pris- 
ons.

It ia the remedy 
for all troubles between labor and capi- 
tal. 
It would do away -with the sweater,

It would give us no» ideas of philantropy 
and fill us full of moral enthusiasm. 
It 


would make us quick to accept responsi- 
bility for tbe ignorant, Ihe degraded, tue 
suffering, nnd make ua generous in our 
self-sacrificing efforts for others. 


But, alas! We have not yet attained 


unto the perfect day.

But by a record in the Senate almost devoid of a worthy act, 


by his alliance with all the evil political and civic forces in the 
State's two great cities, and by his indifference to the canons of 
lommon decency in personal matters, an overwhelming sentiment 
iKfiinst him haj been created throughout the State.

The- Board of Public Grounds and Buildings for the first time 


will be controlled by a majority composed of men who will not 
listen to the voice of any master such as Penrose. 


Qu.iy commanded the support of nearly all the influential

Could a twen- 
tieth century man say a better thing than 
that on the subject of idleness? 


St Paul bad seen a disposition in some 


persons of his day to live a life of indo- 
lence—to subsist on the hospitality of 
their neighbors—-to refuse Io work at 
their trades, fie knew that labor is a 
law of lite; that tho man who does not 
replenish, consumes; and that the man 
who consumes without helping to replen- 
ish IB a detriment to a community. So he 
commanded theiu to go to work or starve. 
| Of course, we must understand that tbe 
commercial and mercantile and agricul- 
tural life of his day was vastly different 
from that of our 
own time, and that 


these words were cot addressed to men 
who Bwere out of worn because tbe mills 
and the factories were shut down on ac- 
count of the hard times. 
Such a com- 


mand as he issued, under such conditions, 
would have been heartless; but we are to 
understand that these people who were 
commanded to go to work were disur* 
derly, "working not at all." 


Evidently, he was opposed to idleness 


on the ground that it breeds vice. 
Indus- 


try leads to honesty; idleness to dishon- 
esty. It is not the honest, manly, active 
man that we find to be a vagabond, but 
toe idle, the slothful. Take It in a com- 
munity. 
An industrious people will be 


known by their streets, their humes their 
'enoes, etc. 
A slothful people will be 


tnown by their tumble-down houses, rags 
stuffed In windows, weeds in gardens, etc. 
These uins are almost invariably In evi- 
dence for or against idleness. 


To be pressed down by adversity," says 


one, "has nothing in it of disgrace; bnt 
it is a disgraceful to be down under It like 
a supple dog. Indeed, to stand composed- 
ly in the storm, amidst its rage and wild- 
est devastations; to let it beat over us and 
roar around us and pass by us, and leave 


i undismayed, this is to be a 
man." 


If we wish for happiness and prosperity, 


then, we must be industrious. Not that 
all industrious men are happy, for some 
men have qualities which make happiness 
impossible. Nevertheless, Industry pro- 
motes health, and health promotes happi- 
ness. St. Faui waa right. 
We must get 


out of our idleness. 


He was a worker, and be wanted other 


men to work. He built on no other man's 
foundation. 
He Kept advancing beycjnd 


the labors of other men. 
He worked tbe 


large towns and cities, and was to be 
found at the great centres of civil, com- 
mercial, and intellectual greatness. 
If 


we turn to the metropoles of Antlocb,we 
Bud him mingling with brilliant and re- 
fined culture. If we turn to 'Epbesus, 
wo Bnd him In the presence of tbe tem- 
ple of Diana. 
If we turn to Athens, we 


and him on Mar's Bill. If wo turn to 
Oorinth, we find him aurranndad b; the 
pomp and luxury of Asia. 
If we turn to 


Home, we Bnd him preaching the gospel 
in trie midst of a cultured paganism. lie 
went among tbe barbarians at Tystra and 
at Mileta; be taught by night and by day- 
Such a man bad a right to command men 
to go to work —to earn their own bread— 
to get oat of their Idleness.

Stu- 
dents are prepared for all the lead- 
ing colleges. 
Perkiomen 
students 


have gone to University of Pennsyl- 
vania, Cornell, Harvard, Yale, Prince- 
ton, Columbia and the other leading 
universities and medical colleges of 
the country.
